“ I am getting 
along just fine with my club pro­ 
jects. 
I have ‘exterior home im­ 
provement,’ ‘gardening,’ and ‘toma­ 
toes’ this year. 
This time I am go 
ing to write about my tomatoes. 
I 
was late in planing 
my tomatoes 
It was about February 14th when I 
first planted my tomatoes in a hot­ 
bed, which I had prepared, but luck 
seemed to be against me. 
My toma 
toes failed to come up. 
I replanted 
them March ‘22nd. 
This time the 
plants came up and were doing fine 
till one day chickens got into my 
hot-bed and scratched 
out 
nearly 
half my plants. Afterward, I guard­ 
ed my hot-bed so closely 
that no 
chicken was allowed to come within, 
twenty feet of it. 
As the plants 
which were left were growing nice­ 
ly, I went to work on my tenth-acre. 
I plowed 
and 
fertilized ’t, using 
barnyard for my fertilizer. On April 
24 I transplanted my tomatoes, but 
as the rows were too high it took me 
twenty minutes to harrow my tenth- 
acre. 
Then I dug holes and set my 
plants about three feet apart. 
I 
did 
this 
work in about forty-fiv- 
minutes. A shower came after I had 
my tomatoes transplanted, and later 
in the day a strong wind blew and 
twisted my tomatoes and nearly de­ 
stroyed them. 
Again I was terribly 
disappointed when I saw all my to­ 
matoes withered 
and lying on the 
ground. 
The next morning, how 
ever, when I went to look, I found 
to my surprise all my plants stand­ 
ing up, except a few which I re­ 
transplanted. 
On May 7th I hoed 
my tomatoes and added more fer­ 
tilizer, thinking I nvght not have 
put enough before planting. 
After 
this I cultivated it, taking about an 
hour to do the work. 
And now, a f­ 
ter all the bad luck my tomatoes are 
growing nicely and I am expecting a 
bountiful crop.

HOUSTON, May 21.— H. J. Lut­ 
cher Stark of Orange Tuesday show­ 
ed fight when it was intimated that 
a move was on foot to have him re 
ign the chairmanship of the Board 
of Regents 
of the

um drive committee. 
“ You can say for,” said Stark ov­ 
er long-distance telephone, “that I 
am not going to resign from either 
place. 
The board

apology for its action in electing 
Governor Neff president of the Uni 
versity, nor wHl the board back up 
on anything that it has done. 
“Ex-students 
of the 
University 
should busy themselves with help­ 
ing the board to select a president 
instead of spending their time in 
criticism.”

Stark declared that 
“ fundamen 
tai sm” had entered into the con­ 
sideration of former students in on- 
posing 
the 
selection of Governor 
Neff and of the opposition to him ae 
, chairman of the Board of Regents.

“ They are afraid,” he said, "that 
I because I am a fundamentalist (I am 
■ a l*resbyterian elder) that it will 
handicap 
liberal 
teachings in the 
University faculty because they have 
liberal views, but I do and will con­ 
tinue to oppose all those who are 
not God fearing men. And we will 
not have any Socialists up there.” 
A so-called three-cornered “ polit­ 
ical deal,” 
which has 
been noised 
about over the State 
by word 
of 
mouth, Mr. Stark said, is without 
foundation of fact. The alleged deal 
mentioned Mr. Stark, Lieut Gover­ 
nor Whit Davidson 
and

Neff. It was intimated some month* 
tgo. and said in gatherings of ex­ 
students, that by the three cornered 
arrangement, Governor Neff wa* to 
he chosen president of the Univer­ 
sity, Lieut.
